Ted Cruz of Texas op¬ 
posing her because of her 
defense of Obama's im¬ 
migration actions, and with 
others, like Sen.

Cruz on Thursday called 
Lynch “unsuitable" for the 
job, saying her confirma¬ 
tion would open up the 
possibility that Obama 
would take broader action 
on immigration and other 
po icies. 

“In this instance, Ms. Lynch 
has sat in this room and told 
the members of this com¬ 
mittee what she intends to 
do." he said. l lf those an¬ 
swers are not sufficient to 
vote against a nominee. I 
don't know what answers 


will be.” 

But a change to the Sen¬ 
ate rules orchestrated by 
Democrats in 2013 means 
that only a simple majority 
- not the previous threshold 
of 60 votes - Is needed to 
stop a filibuster and confirm 
a nominee. With a hand¬ 
ful of Republicans already 
expressing their support for 
Lynch, it seems likely that 
she will be confirmed. 

The vote Thursday came 
a month after her confir¬ 
mation hearings, which 
featured criticism not of 
Lynch but of Holder. Sena¬ 
tors quizzed her about her 
stances on Holder's po i- 
cies, such as his choice not 
to defend a federal ban 
on same-sex marriage; 
she coolly replied that 
she would make her own 
decisrons.Q

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
Judiciary Committee on 
Thursday approved Loretta 
E. Lynch to be the next at¬ 
torney general, sending 
her nomination to the full 
Senate for what is likely to 
be a contentious vote. 

The panel voted 12-0 to 
advance Lynch. President 
Barack Obama’s pick to 
replace Attorney General 
Eric H. Holder Jr. r with alt of 
the votes against her com¬ 
ing from Republicans. The 
fu I Senate will likely vote in 
the next week or two. 

While praising Lynch's 
credential. Republicans 
made it clear that their ob¬ 
jections to her nomination 
hinged on her belief in the 
egality of the president’s 
executive action on immi¬ 
gration, the same issue that 
has tied up the approval of 
funding for Ihe Department 
of Homeland Security. 
Several Republicans said 
they did not believe that 
she would be willing to 
stand up to the president if 
needed. Sen. Jeff Sessions, 
R-Ala., said that approving 
Lynch would amount to 
approving Obama’s poli¬ 
cies. 

“A vote for this nominee, in 
my opinion, who favors and 
will defend this unconstitu¬ 
tional action, does provide 
support for the president’s 
agenda, and 1 don’t think 


we should provide that,” 
he said. 

But Lynch needed just two 
Republican voles to pro¬ 
ceed to consideration by 
the full Senate. She got 
three - Sens. Orrin G. Hatch 
of Utah, Jeff Flake of Ari¬ 
zona and Lindsey Graham 
of South Carolina voted in 
favor of her. 

Hatchsaid he believed that 
Lynch woud act more in¬ 
dependently than Holder. 
He criticized his colleagues 
for opposing her based 
so ely on some of her testi¬ 
mony before the commit¬ 
tee and for dismissing her 
"‘substantial” career. 

“I do not believe that that 
is Ihe proper way to evalu¬ 
ate any nominee’s fitness,” 
he said. 

Several senators criticized 
their colleagues, saying 
they had hashed out the 
immigration debate in an 
inappropriate forum. 

"The place for this fight is 
in the courts,’’ said Sen. 
Charles E. Schumer, D-N.Y. 
Graham concurred, say¬ 
ing, “We can yell and 
scream all we like, but the 
courts are the right place 
for this to be resolved.” He 
added, “I'm sorry the presi¬ 
dent has erected this mess, 
but I’mi not going to add to 
it," 

As the U.S. attorney in 
Brooklyn, Lynch has al¬ 
ready been confirmed by 
the Senate twice.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In¬ 
terne! activists declared 
victory over big cable 
companies Thursday, after 
the U.S. Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission voted 
to impose the toughest 
rules yet on broadband In¬ 
ternet providers to prevent 
them from creating paid 
fast lanes and slowing or 
blocking web traffic. 

The 3-2 vote ushered in a 
new era of government 
oversight for an industry 
that has seen relatively 
little. It represents the big¬ 
gest regulatory shake-up 
to U.S. telecommunications 
providers in almost two 
decades. Net neutrality is 
the idea that websites or 
videos load at about the 
same speed. The new rules 
require that any company 
providing a broadband 
connection to a custom¬ 
er’s home or phone must 
act in the “public interest” 
and refrain from using “un¬ 
just or unreasonable" busi¬ 
ness practices. The goal is 
to prevent providers from 
striking deals with content 
providers like Google, Net- 
fiix or Twitter to move fheir 
data faster. 

Industry officials and con¬ 
gressional Republicans 
fought bitterly to stave off 
the new regulations, which 
they said constitutes dan¬ 
gerous overreach and 
would eventually raise 
costs for consumers. The 
broadband industry was 
expected to sue. 

President Barack Obama, 
who had come out in favor 
of net neutrality late last 
year, portrayed the deci¬ 
sion as a victoryfor democ¬ 
racy in the digital age. In 
an online letter, he thanked 
the millions who wrote to 
the FCC and spoke out on 
social media in support of 
the change. 

“Today's FCC decision will 
protect innovation and 
create a level playing field 
for the next generation 
of entrepreneurs — and it 
wouldn’t have happened 
without Americans like 
you,” he wrote. 

Verizon, a major U.S. 
broadband provider, saw it 
differently, using the Twitter 
hash tag # Throw backThurs- 


day to draw attention to 
the FCC’s reliance on 1934 
legislation to regulate the 
Internet. 

For years, providers mostly 
agreed not to pick winners 
and losers among Web 
traffic because they didn’t 
want to encourage regu¬ 
lators to step in and be¬ 
cause they said consum¬ 
ers demanded ii. But that 
started to change around 
2005, when YouTube came 
online and Netltix became 
increasingly popular. Orv 
demand video began 
hogging bandwidth, and 
evidence surfaced that 
some providers were ma¬ 
nipulating traffic without 
telling consumers. 

By 2010, the FCC enacted 
open Interne I rules, but the 
agency’s legal approach 
was eventually struck 
down in the courts. The 
vote Thursday was intend¬ 
ed by the FCC to erase 
any legal ambiguity by no 
longer classifying the inter¬ 
net as an “information ser¬ 
vice” but a “telecommuni¬ 
cations service” subject to 
Title II of the 1934 Commu¬ 
nications Act. 

That would dramatically 
expand regulators 1 power 
over the industry and ho*d 
broadband providers to 
the higher standard of op¬ 
erating in the public inter¬ 
est. 

“Despite the cable indus¬ 
try's best efforts to under¬ 
mine our cause, we se¬ 
cured an open internet, 
free from gatekeepers and 
corporate monopolies. We 
have an internet for the 
people.”said David Segal, 
executive director of De¬ 
mand Progress, a progres¬ 
sive Internet ac tivism g roup. 
Republican lawmakers said 
they would push for legisla¬ 
tion to reverse the action, 
although it was unlikely 
Obama would sign such a 
bill. 

“Only action by Congress 
can fix the damage and 
uncertainty this FCC order 
has inflicted on the Inter¬ 
net.’’ Republican Sen. John 
Thune, chairman of the 
Senate Commerce Com¬ 
mittee, said in a statement.

A campaign being 
launched Thursday plans 
to put that premise to the 
lest by enlisting celebrities 
including actress Jessica 
Alba and NBA star Stephen 
Curry to shill for fruits and 
vegetables. The campaign 
was announced by the 
Partnership for a Healthier 
America, which works with 
p ri v ate c o m pa ni es and 
was created in conjunc¬ 
tion with first ady Michelle 
Obama’s Let’s Move! initia¬ 
tive to get families to eat 
better and exercise.

push is being called "FNV," 
which is intended to be a 
catchier way to refer to 
‘"fruits and vegetables.” 
“We were inspired by the 
big brands and,, can we 
do what they’re able to 
do?” said Lawrence Soler, 
CEO of the Partnership for 
a Healthier America. 

To start, the campaign will 
primarily be on social me¬ 
dia networks like Twitter, 
where short videos featur¬ 
ing A=ba and NFL quarter¬ 
backs Colin Kaepernick 
and Cam Newton will be 
posted. Additional videos 
will be released in coming 
days starring Curry, New 
York Giani Victor Cruz and 
others. 

A teaser video for the 
broader campaign to be 


posted online Thursday 
features stars with fruits and 
vegetables set to music, 
with the words “PREPARE 
TO BE MARKETED TO” flash¬ 
ing on the screen. Around 
spring, a marketing push 
including TV and print ads 
is slated to hit two markets 
— Fresno, California, and 
Hampton Roads, Vtrginia. 
•Over time, Soler said the 
; idea is to expand the cam¬ 
paign more broadly, al¬ 
though plans haven't been 
pinned down. 

The FNV campaign was 
created by the ad agency 
Victors & Spoils, which lists 
clients including Coca- 
Cola and General Milk. 
The agency got involved 
after being asked to cook 
up a similar effort for broc¬ 
coli in 2013 for a New York 
Times story by Michael 
Moss, author of “Salt, Sugar 
Fab Flow the Food Giants 
Hooked Us.” 

Andrew Nathan, chief mar¬ 
keting officer for Victors 3, 
Spoils, noted lhat fruits and 
vegetables are already 
attractive subjects with vi¬ 
brant colors and interesting 
flavors.

“Obviously, our inspiration 
for all this was behaving like 
a big, iconic brand,” Na¬ 
than said.

The story was con¬ 
firmed by a senior British se¬ 
curity of ficral, who said that 
the British government had 
identified Emwazi some 
time ago but had not dis¬ 
closed his name for opera¬ 
tional reasons, The identifi¬ 
cation was also confirmed 
in Washington by a senior 
U.S. military intehgence of¬ 
ficial, Emwazi. 26. grew up 
«n West London and gradu¬ 
ated from the University of 
Westminster with a degree 
in computer programming.

‘I’m totally shocked," Amir 
al-Jumciii said by phone 
from outside of Mosul, Iraq's 
second-largest city, “It's a 
catastrophe. With the de¬ 
struction of these artifacts, 
we can no longer be proud 
of Mosul’s civilization.’’ 

Very few of the museum 
pieces are not genuine, he 
said. 

Irina Bokova, director gen¬

Protesters decry Dominican

— About 10,000 people 
marched in Haiti’s capital

The demonstration was 
moslly peaceful. with 
young and old protesters 
waving Haitian flags and 
demanding that Domini¬ 
cans respect the human 
rights of Haitians. It was or¬ 
ganized by an association 
of lawyers and civil society 
groups. 

When the crowd got to the 
Dominican consulate, one 
man managed to climb up 
on the roof and rip down 
a Dominican flag, The flag 
was doused with fuel and 


burned by the cheering 
crowd. Some protesters 
briefly chased a woman 
they believed to be Domini¬ 
can. There were no reports 
of arrests by the Haitian Na¬ 
tional Police, Some of the 
officers monitoring the pro¬ 
test also held Haitian flags. 
The march c ame about two 
weeks after a shoe shiner of 
Haitian descent was found 
hanging from a tree in a 
square in the Dominican 
city of Santiago. Haitians 
believe Henry Claude Jean 
was the victim of racist vio¬ 
lence, but Dominican inves¬ 
tigators soy il appeared he 
was kiled by other Haitians.

Victory for Argentine leader: 
Judge rejects cover-up case

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — A federal judge on 
Thursday dismissed allegations thal Argentine Presi¬ 
dent Crsstsna Fernandez tried to cover-up the involve¬ 
ment of Iranian officials in the 1994 bombing of a Jew¬ 
ish center, easing a crisis for her government fed by 
the death of the prosecutor who brought the case. 
Judge Daniel Rafecas said the documents originally 
filed by the late prosecutor Alberto Nisman failed to 
meet "Ihe minimal conditions needed to launchcfor- 
mal court investigation. 11 

“There is not a single element of evidence, even cir¬ 
cumstantial, that points to the actual head of state,” 
the judge said. 

Nisman had filed the complaint just days before he 
died on Jan. IB under mysterious circumstances. Po Is 
show many Argentines suspect officials had some 
hand in the death, though Fernandez and aides have 
suggested the death was actually aimed at aestabi- 
izing her government. 

While the decision can be appealed, the judge’s 
scathing wording appears to substantiate govern¬ 
ment insistence that N is man’s case was baseless, 
though his death still casts a shadow across the ad¬ 
ministration. 

Tens of thousands of Argentines mi arched through the 
capital last week demanding answers a month after 
he was found in hs bathroom with a bullet in hs right 
temple. 

Nisman had asked judges to authorize a formal crimi¬ 
nal investigation of the president Foreign Minister 
Hector Timerman and other figures on allegations that 
agreed to grant impunity for eight Iranians accused in 
ihe attack on the Argentine Israelite Mutual Associa- 
lion in which B5 people died. In return, he sard, Iran 
wovd increase tirade with Argentina. 

The prosecutor who took over the case after Nisman’s 
death, Gerardo Pollicita, renewed his request. 
Rafecas also rejected Nisman’s theory that the deal 
was linked io an agreement for the two counties to 
jointly investigate the bombing. He noted that the 
agreement scuttled by Congress, never took effect. 
Investigators scry they are trying to determine if Nis¬ 
man was killed or committed suicide. 

The president inif aliy suggested the 51-year-old prose¬ 
cutor had killed himself, then did an about-face a few 
days later, saying she suspected he had been slain. 
She suggested that he might have been manipulated 
by dtsgruntled rouge snte iigence agents, and pushed 
through a law _ o reform the spy service immediately 
after Nisman's death. Congress gave final approval fo 
the measure earlier Thursday. 

Authorities say they are investigating the possibility of 
suicide or homicide. “I think the accusations, them¬ 
selves have weakened her government, and Argen- 
lines are still open lo conspiracy theories. Even with 
the dismissal of the charges against her, there are 
still questions about who killed Nisman, said Shannon 
0 T Neal, a senior feilow at the Council on Foreign Re: ca¬ 
tions o U.S.-based foreign-policy ihsnk tank. 

Fernandez also shuffled her Cabinet on Thursday, re¬ 
placing three ministers with close aides. 

Anibal Fernandez, who had been the presidency’s 
general secretary, will replace Jorge Capitanich as 
Cabinet chief. 

Fernandez’s post wii now be taken by Eduardo De 
Pedro, a lawmaker and leader of La Campora, a po- 
iticcl group that ts ultra-loyal to the president and that 
is led by her son, Maximo Kirchner.Q

Ortiz 
safd during a colorful rant Wednes¬ 
day about the new pace-of-play 
rule requiring hitters to keep at 
least one foot in the batter’s box in 
some instances. 

Ortiz said he felt this provision, an¬ 
nounced last week, unfairly target¬ 
ed hitters. One of the more radical 
alterations discussed, a limit on 
the number of seconds between 
pitches, was not implemented. 
“I’m not going to change my 
game.” the Boston designated hit¬ 
ter said. “I don’t care what they 
say.” 

Major League Baseball can dock 
him, starting May 1, up to $500 per 
offense. Penalties were limited to 
warnings and fines, rather than al¬ 
lowing umpires to call strikes. 
Another part of the initiative 
agreed io by MLB and the players’ 
association will be the installation 
of clocks in stadiums to limit the 
length of pilching changes and 
be tween-innings breaks. Manag¬ 
ers, too, are no longer required to 
leave ihe dugout to request video 
reviews. In his first remarks to report¬ 
ers since arriving at spring training, 
Ortiz said he wasn’t aware of the 
Patter’s box rule. 

“So after the pitch, you’ve got to 
stay in Ihe box, basically?” he said, 
incredulously. 

Yes, with one foot, unless there has 
just been a foul ball, wild pitch or 
other specified reason. 

“Q ne fo otv” O rt iz s aid. 

Yes, to speed up the game. 

Ortiz Ihen used a profanity to de¬ 
scribe his reaction to the rule. 
“When you come out of the box, 
you're thinking about what a guy’s 
trying to do," he continued, '“This 
rs not like we go to the plate with 
an empty mind. No, no, no. When 


you see guys pitch coming out of 
the box, we’re not doing it just for 
doing it. Our mind is speeding up. 
i saw one pitch, when I come out. 
I’m thinking. 'What is this guy go¬ 
ing to try to do lo me next?’ I’m 
not walking around just because 
there’s cameras all over the place 
and I want my buddies back home 
to see me ana this and that," 


Ortiz blamed pitchers for wasting 
more time than hitters. 

“How about Ihe guy on the mound 
who goes like this for three hours?” 
he said, shaking his head back 
and forth to mimic the act of shak¬ 
ing off a sign. 

Toronto’s R.A. Dickey, one of the 
faster-working pitchers in the ma¬ 
jor leagues, said he loved the new 


rules. 

“Bring on the pitch clock. Bring 
on whatever. I like it, because 
it makes the hitter feel uncom¬ 
fortable," the 2012 NL Cy Young 
Award winner said. “I’m already 
fast, so it’s only going to put more 
pressure on the hitter that has to 
get in the box and get ready be¬ 
fore hfS routine, if you've go! some 
guys who have a very deliberate 
routine — [Robinson] Cano and 
Ortiz and others that have a very 
deliberate routine ... they're going 
to have to speed up a lift e bit and 
that may fake fust this much out of 
their game. You know, that could 
be a enough to gel a pop out in¬ 
stead of a home run sometimes. 
I’m great with it.” 

Manager John Farre.l stressed Ihe 
importance of letting the new rules 
play out for a season, 

“Anytime a game »s played a cer¬ 
tain way for as many years, as it has, 
an adjustment is going to have 
some growing pains associated to 
it,” Farrell said, “But I think as long 
as everyone is aware of what Ihe 
attention is and what we’re trying 
to get to, maybe those growing 
pains become ess frustrating.”

Judge rules for Peterson, paving 
way for NFL reinstatement

The league suspended Pe¬ 
terson through at least April 
15 under its personal con¬ 
duct policy. But Dofysaid in 
hrs 16-page ruling that Hen¬ 
derson “simply disregarded 
the law of the shop, and in 
doing so foiled to meet his 
duty” under Ihe collective 
bargaining agreement. 

NFL spokesman Brian Mc¬ 
Carthy said the league will 
“review the decision.” 

NFL Players Association ex¬ 
ecutive director DeMaurice 
Smith said in a statement 
the decision was a ‘Victory 
for the rule of law, due pro¬ 
cess, and fairness,” 

The crux of the issue was 
the application of the en¬ 


hanced personal con¬ 
duct policy, increasing a 
suspension for players in¬ 
volved with domestic vio¬ 
lence from two games to six 
games. Because that was 
implemented after the inju¬ 
ries occurred to Peterson's 
son, delivered by a branch 
that Peterson was using for 
discipline, the union con¬ 
tended that the prior stan¬ 
dard of punishment should 
apply.

But the 
retail landscape has under¬ 
gone seismic shifts in recent 
years and the tie-up hasn’t 
gelled. 

To try to get back on track, 
Sears has shifted its focus 
from running a store net¬ 
work to operating an online 
and offline business tied 
together by its Shop Your 


Way loyalty program. Sales 
to Shop Your Way mem¬ 
bers accounted for 72 per¬ 
cent of eligible sales for the 
fourth quarter — the same 
as in the third quarter. 
Lamport said in a letter to 
shareholders, employees 
and members that with¬ 
out the aggressive steps 
the company has taken, 
“we would be stuck on 


the same path that has 
claimed retailers like Circuit 
Csty, Borders, Radio Shack 
and others.” 

“Our only option ss to be¬ 
come better equipped to 
support, anticipate and 
exceed our members’ 
needs,” he said. 

Sears lost $159 million, or 
$1.50 per share, for the pe¬ 
riod ended Jan. 31. □

Investors also had 
to sort through a mix of cor¬ 
porate earnings and U.S. 
economic reports, "When 
you have a Pig move in 
the market you expect to 
see it pull back a little bit, 
catch its breath and wait 
for that next catalyst to 
move higher." said Quincy 
Krosby, market strategist fo r 
Prudential Financial. 

The Dow ended down

IBM outlines plan to revamp business for investors 


NEWYORK(AP) —IBM’s CEO 
says the company’s plan to 
revamp its business to shift 
away from hardware and 
focus on business analytics, 
cloud computing, mobile 
services and security is on 
track. 

n a media briefing ahead 
of an investor conference 
in New York on Thursday, 
Virginia Rometfy said the 
company plans that the 
new tech markets should 


make up 40 percent of 
IBM’s business, or$40 billion, 
in the next 4 years. That’s up 
from 13 percent five years 
ago and 27 percent by the 
end of this year. 

Once the dominant PC- 
maker known as “Big 
Blue,” IBM is confronting a 
sales slump as it struggles 
to adapt to big changes 
in the way businesses buy 
software and other com¬ 
mercial technology. II is¬ 


sued another disappoint¬ 
ing earnings report in Janu¬ 
ary, as both revenue and 
profit fell in the December 
quarter. But Rometty said 
the sales decline has been 
largely engineered by the 
company as it restructures 
its hardware business and 
sells off less profitable units. 
Hardware now makes up 
less than 10 percent of the 
company, she said. 

Looking forward, IBM plans 


to spend $4 billion to invest 
in the new areas of focus 
like data analytics and 
cloud computing, exclud¬ 
ing acquisitions, 
tt also plans to focus on 
partnering with other busi¬ 
nesses. It pointed to its re¬ 
cent partnership with Ap¬ 
ple, once its staunch rival, 
to develop new mobile 
software. And ast week IBM 
said it would partner with 
Japan’s SoftBank Telecom 


Corp, to develop apps and 
services with its Watson arti¬ 
ficial intelligence unit. 

But so far, analysts remain 
skeptical of the turnaround 
plan. "The fall-off in the tra¬ 
ditional businesses *s dwarf¬ 
ing IBM’s ability to capture 
new revenue opportuni¬ 
ties as the market shifts,” 
Bernstein analyst Toni Sac- 
conag hi Jr. wrote after the 
company’s qearnings re¬ 
port in Jonuary.Q

iSIS’ murderous ways aren’t a 
jote. but the ttalans' mocking of 
ISIS is rather appropriate While 
we agonizingly debate ISIS’ re¬ 
lationship to Islam, we've forgot¬ 
ten a simple truth about many 
of the people attracted to such 
groups It is the trulh utterea by 
Ruslan Tsarni on CNN after his 
two nephews, Dzhokhar and 
Tamerlan tsarnaev, were ac¬ 
cused of the Boston Marathon 
bombing They were just two 
‘losers," he said, who resented 
those who cfid better than them 
and dressed it up in ideology 
‘‘Anything else, anything else to 
do with relgion. 'with Islam is a 
fraud, is a Take." 

There's a lot of truthin that. ISIS is 
made up of three loose factions, 
and we need to understand all 
three before we get oeeperinfo 
another war in Iraq and Syria 
One faction comprises the for¬ 
eign volunteers.

under 3SI5’ control. ISIS is just less 
bad than the brutalzation and 
disc nrri nation they received 
from Iraq's previous Shirte-led 
government. Google Iraq Sha- 
ite miltias and power dills" and 
you’ll see that ISIS didn't invent 
torture in Iraq 

The U.S. keeps repeating the 
same mistake in the Middle 
East overestimating the power 
of relgious ideology and under¬ 
appreciating the impacl of rris- 
governance Sarah Chayes. who 
long worked in Afghanistan and 
has wnften an important book 
- ‘Thieves of State: Why Corrup¬ 
tion Threatens Global Security"- 
about how government corrup¬ 
tion helped turn Afghans away 
from us and from the pro-U.S. Af¬ 
ghan regime, argues that "noth¬ 
ing feeds extremism more than 
the inryounface corruption and 
justice "that some of Ameica’s 
closet Middle Easl albes adminis¬ 
ter aoily to their people. 

The third ISIS faction is composed 
of the true ideologues, led by 
Abu Bakr al-Baghdad They 
have their own apocalyptic ver¬ 
sion of Islam. But it would not be 
resonating were It not for the fact 
that "both relgion and potties 
have been hjacked"in the Arab 
world and Pakistan, creating a 
‘toxic rmx," s ays N ader Mous av- 
izadeh, who co-leads the global 
consulting firm Macro Advisory 
Partners. The Arab peoples have 
been mostly ruled by rad cals or 
reactionaries. And without the 
prospect of a legitimate potties 
‘that genuinely responds to pop¬ 
ular grievances,” no amount of 
top-down attempts to engender 
moderate Islam will succeed, he 
added. 

Islam has no Vatican lo decree 
whose Islam is authenlic, so it 
emerges dfferently in different 
contexts There is a moderate 
Islam that emergea in decent 
poiticaL social and economic 
contexts - see Inaian Islam In¬ 
donesian Islam and Malaysian Is¬ 
lam- and never stood in the way 
of their progress.

So, to defeat ISIS and not see an¬ 
other emerge, you need to: wipe 
out its leadership; enlist M us I ms 
to dscredl the very reaf. popu¬ 
lar, extremist versions of Islam 
coming out of Saudi Arabia and 
Pakistan, stem the injustice, cor¬ 
ruption, sectarianism and state 
failure now rampant in the Arab 
world and Pakistan, and carve 
out for Iraai Sunnis their own au¬ 
tonomous region of Iraq and a 
share of its oil wealth, jjusf Ike the 
Kurds have. I know, sounds Im¬ 
possible But this problem is very 
deep. This is the only route to a 
more moderate Arab Islam - as 
■well as to fewer young men and 
women looking for ctgnrty in all 
the wrong places □

The economy is sluggish bul 
improving President Barack 
Obama's approval rating b me¬ 
diocre but not disastrous. Memo¬ 
ries of Mitt Romney’s unsuccess¬ 
ful presidential campaign are 
relatively fresh - net leas! be¬ 
cause Romney popped up brief¬ 
ly to remind everyone of them. 
And the Republicans ponder¬ 
ing a run for president in 2016 all 
seem to sense that they need do 
to things a Irtlte, well differently 
if they expect lo ultimately win. 
Maybe Thai means talking more 
aboul inequality - even putting 
it right in the heart of your eco¬ 
nomic prtch, as Jeb Bush seems 
in tent on doing. Maybe it means 
trying to reach constituencies 
(young, black, Hispanic| that 
the Romney campaign mostly 
wrote off. which is what Rand 
Paul thinks hrs libertarian mes¬ 
sage can accomplish. Maybe it 
means projecting the mosl Mid¬ 
dle American, Kohf’s-shopping, 
non-Bain Capital image possible 
- which is why the recent media 
fascination with Scott Walker’s 
lack of a coltege diploma was 
probably a boon to the Wiscon¬ 
sin governor. 

When it comes to the Republi¬ 
can Party’s basic presidential- 
level problem. though - the fact 
that many persuadable voters 
don't trust a Republican presi¬ 
dent ta look out for their eco¬ 
nomic interests - it should be 
easy to tell whether Ihe way a 
candidate differentiates himself 
will actually make a difference. 
Just look at what he proposes 
on two issues taxes and health 
core. 

These are obviously not the only 
domestic policies worthy of de¬ 


bate. But they’re Iwo places 
where the immediate link be¬ 
tween policy and take-home 
pay is very clear and two places 
where abstract promises about 
“opportunity." "Ynobility” and 
“the American dream" either 
cash out or don’t 
Precisely because there’s real 
money on the table, they are 
place; where being a reformer 
requires more than lip service. 
One reason issues like immigra¬ 
tion and education are appeal¬ 
ing to Republican politicians 
looking to change their parly’s 
image s that policy change 
in these areas seems relatively 
cheap - more green cards here, 
new curricular standards there, 
and nothing thatrequues donors 
and inlerest groups to pari with 
their favorite subsidies and tax 
breaks. 

But you can’t reform the tax 
code or health care that easily, 
which b why thase Esues offer 
better, lougher tests of whether 
a would-be conservative re¬ 
former should be taken seriously. 
Not coincidentally, they’re pol¬ 
icy tests that Obama-era Re¬ 
publicans have often conspicu¬ 
ously failed On taxes, the party 
has been enamored of reforms 
- some plausible, some fanci¬ 
ful- that would cut taxes at the 
top while delivering little, or even 
higher taxes, to most taxpayers. 
(It’s an odd position for a party 
that is officially a nth tax to take 
in an age af wage stagnation, 
but at least the donors have 
been happy.) On health care, 
the GOP has profited from the 
unpopularity of Obamoeare, 
but we are now at Year 6 and 
counting without anything more 
than the pretense af a conser¬ 
vative alternative 
These failures have not been for 
want af policy options; they’ve 
been for want of rngenuity and 
will The iist of plausrbte conser¬ 
vative health care alternatives 
now literally fills a book - “Over¬ 
coming Gbarnacare, ” from The 
Washington Examiner’s Phi ip 
Klein, which any Republican 
presidential contenderwould do 
welt ta at least pretend to have 


read The best of these alterna¬ 
tives would allow a Republican 
candidate fa promise, as Rom¬ 
ney did not, to mostly maintain 
Obama’s coverage expansion 
I albeit with less comprehensive 
coverage] while towering health 
insurance premiums for most 
Americans. 

On tax policy, similarly, severe 
obvious avenues are open to a 
would-be reformer. One possi¬ 
bility e the family-friendly tax re¬ 
form championed by Sens. Mar 
co Rubio (the presidential con¬ 
tender with the strongest policy 
agenda lo date] and Mike Lee, 
which would deliver substantial 
1 ax re lief to f o mill es w ith children 
Another e a straightforward pay¬ 
roll tax cut, which would raise 
lake-home pay for exsting work¬ 
ers and reduce the cost of hiring 
new ones 

Bu 1 again, these kinds af policies 
cost money A plausible Obam- 
acare alternative requires a tax 
credit far purchasing insurance, 
a middle-class tax cut requires, 
well, a middle-class tax cut Ef 
you want these things, you prob¬ 
ably can’t have certain other 
priorities beloved by the party’s 
donor base - tike, say, Ihe lowest 
passible top marginal lax rate 
So embracing reforms thatdeliv- 
ersomelhing tangible to middle- 
class voters means embracing a 
polrcy fight 

But Republicans who decide to 
duck that fight won’t really be 
lack ling Middie America’s big¬ 
gest challenges - or their party's 
biggest pollhcaI p roblem.

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3 Austrians get bionic hands after amputation

LONDON (AP) — Three 
Austrians have replaced 
injured hands with bionic 
ones that they can control 
using nerves and muscles 
transplanted into their arms 
from their legs. 

The three men are the first 
to undergo what doctors 
refer lo as 14 bionsc recon¬ 
struction," which includes 
voluntary amputation,, 
transplantation of nerves 
and muscles and learning 
to use faint signals from 


them to command the 
hand. 

Previously, people with bi¬ 
onic hands have primarily 
controlled them with man¬ 
ual settings. 

“This rs the first time we have 
bionic ally reconstructed 
a hand.” said Dr. Oskar 
Aszmann of the Medical 
University of Vienna, who 
developed the approach 
with colleagues.

Scientists witness carbon 
dioxide trapping heat in air

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sci¬ 
entists have witnessed 
carbon dioxide trapping 
heat in the atmosphere 
above the United States, 
chronicling human-made 
climate change in action, 
live in the wild.

change and the amount 
of heat-trapping previ¬ 
ously blamed on carbon 
dioxide. 

Researchers saw “the fin¬ 
gerprint of carbon diox¬ 
ide" trapping heat, said 
study author Daniel Feld¬ 
man of the Lawrence 
Berkeley Nolional Labora¬ 
tory in California. Fie said 
no one before had quite 
iooked in the atmosphere 
for this type of specific 
proof of climate change,

Nor 
could it be temperature 
data being tampered 
with, as some contrarians 
insist. Feldman said, 

‘The data say what the 
data say," Feldman said. 
‘They are very clear that 
the rising carbon dioxide 
is actually contributing to 
an increased greenhouse 
effect at those sites.” 

The study is good tech¬ 
nical work, said climate 
scientist Andrew Dessler 
of Texas A&M University, 
but it is expected — sort 
of like confirming gravity 
■with a falling rock.Q

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — The 

University of Texas' literary 
archive said Wednesday 
it paid $2.2 million for the 
works of Nobel laureate 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez, a 
price the school sought to 
keep secret unti ordered 
Ig make it public by the 
state attorney general’s of¬ 
fice. 

Officials at the university’s 
Harry Ransom Center re¬ 
fused in November to re¬ 
veal the price to The As¬ 
sociated Press, saying it 
would hurt negotiations for 
future purchases. The at¬ 
torney general ruled Feb, 
19 that the school failed to 
prove harm by disclosure 
and ordered the contract 
released. 

Ransom Center spokes¬ 
woman Jen Tisdale re¬ 
vealed the $2.2 million fig¬ 
ure to the AP, but the uni¬ 
versity did not immediately 
release the contract. 


The archive spans more 
than 50 years and 10 
books, including Garcia 
Marquez's acclaimed 1967 
novel, “One Hundred Years 
of Solitude.” 

The univ e rs i ty p rev so us ly 
had disclosed the prices of 
such purchases and the ef¬ 
fort to keep the cost of the 
Garcia Marquez archive 
secret drew attention from 
literary and legal circles 
for its potential impact on 
future archive purchases 
and Texas public records 
law. 

In 2005, the Ransom Cen¬ 
ter paid $5 million for the 
Watergate coverage from 
reporters Bob Woodward 
and Car Bernstein. It paid 
$2.5 million for the archive 
of writer Norman Mailer in 
20DS and $1.5 million for 
Nobel prize-winning author 
J.M. Coetzee’s archive in 
2011. 

The Ransom Center ac¬ 
quired those collections 
under former director 


City. 

Thomas Staley, who retired 
in 2013. The Garcia Mar¬ 
quez collection acquisition 
was negotiated by new di¬ 
rector Stephen Enniss. He 
had previously worked at 
the privately held Folger 
Shakespeare Library and 
Emory University's Manu¬ 
script, Archives and Rare 
Book Library. 

Garcia Marquez died in 
Mexico City in April. The 


Texas purchase of the ar- 
chrve has drawn criticism 
in Colombia and his long¬ 
time home of Mexico by 
those who question why 
the material would reside 
in a country he often criti¬ 
cized, His family insisted the 
collection wasn’t put out 
to the highest bidder and 
was offered lo the Ransom 
Center because of its repu¬ 
tation as a world-class liter¬ 


ary archive. 

The Ransom Center has 
extensive archives on writ¬ 
ers Jorge Luis Borges, Wil¬ 
liam Faulkner and James 
Joyce. Other Nobel laure¬ 
ates included in its collec¬ 
tion are Samuel Beckett, T. 
S, Eliot, Ernest Hemingway 
and John SSeinbeck. 

The school announced the 
purchase on Nov. 24 and 
the AP asked for the price 
the same day. Ransom 
Center officials refused, 
initially citing state law pro¬ 
tecting details of contracts 
in a competitive bidding 
process. The AP filed a for¬ 
mal request for the con¬ 
tract understate public re¬ 
cords law, and the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas System asked 
the attorney general’s of¬ 
fice for permission to with¬ 
hold the price. 

Attorney General Ken Pax¬ 
ton’s open records divi¬ 
sion said the school can¬ 
not keep the contract and
